Reduced freight rates for the 


movement of cattle in quantities 
less than full carloads have been 
established by the railways, according 
{oO an announcement made by the 
Canadian Freight Association on 
Monday. Heretofore a livestock 
shipper has been required to ship or 
pay for 20,000 tbs. in the case of 
cattle and 16,000 lbs in the case of 
hogs and sheep, in order to ship 
under the earload rates. The new 
schedules, which became effective 
June 15th, provide for additional 
rates, subject to minimum weights 
of 12.000 Ibs. and 6,000 Ibs., in the 
case of cattle and 11,000 |bs , in the 
case of hogs and sheep. The rates 
for smaller car lots are somewhat 
higher than for the full ears, but 
give the shipper who has not auffie- 
ient stock available to make up ful! 
cars, an opportunity of getting the 
smaller quantities to the markets by 
rail, The new rates will apply to 
market centres from points in the 
prairie provinces within a radius of 
200 miles. It will be permissible 
for cars to be stopped at one inter- 
mediate point in transit for comple- 
tion of load, at a charge of $3 00 
percar. In making the announce 
ment the Canadian Freight Assen 
stated that the new rates are jn the 
nature of an experiment for one 
year.
